FRANCE ACCEPTS 
RATIO ON CONDITION

still scraps 30 ships, that is, 13 of the 
ships under construction, and 17 in- 
stead of 15 of the older ships, leaving 
the number of ships the same as under 
the original proposal, with a tonnage 
of 525,000 tons instead of 500,000 tons. 
Thus the United States scraps 322,000 
ships (exclusive of pre- 
dreadnoughts). Great Britain and 
Japan scrap to an equivalent extent. 
Japen retains the same number of 
ships as proposed and scraps 17 as 
proposed, her new tonnage being 313,- 
300 instead of about 300,000. 

Great Britain scraps 22,600 tons more 
than originally proposed, leaving her 
tonnage 582,000 instead of 604,000, her 
excess being allowed in view of the 
age of her existing ships. 

The new Limits are tery little dif- 
ferent from those proposed, being 
525,000 tons for the United States and 
Gregt Britain and 315,000 tons for 
Japan. The naval holiday as to cap- 
ital ships is agreed upon except for 
the construction of the ships above 
mentioned, 

In short, under the original Amer- 
ican proposal there were to be scrapped 
by the three powers sixty-six capital 
fighting ships, built and building, with 
a total tonnage (taking ships laid 
down as completed) of 1,878,000. Un- 
der the present arrangement, on the 
same basis of calculation, there are to 
be scrapped sixty-eight capital fight- 
ing ships, with a tonnage of 1,861,000, 


Says Success Hinges on France, 


You will thus observe that there has 
been simply a slight readjustment in 
the three navies with respect to the 
ships retained, but that the sacrifices 
proposed by the American Government 
have substantially been made and the 
principle as laid down is being carried 
out, so far as these three powers are 
concerned. 

The agreement, however, as to the 
number of ships to be retained by 
them is dependent upon an appropri- 
ate agreement with France and Italy 
with respect to their capital ships. 
Italy is desirous vf reducing her cap- 
ital ships, the obvious re- 
quirements of her economic life, to the 
lowest possible basis, and there will 
be not the slightest difficulty in m&ak- 
ing an agreement with Italy if we can 
reach a suitable understanding with 
France, 

You will observe the attitude of 
France will determine the success or 
failure of these efforts to reduce the 
heavy burden of naval armament. 

In dealing with Great Britain and 
Japan we have taken facts 
are, We have avoided an academic 
discussion of national needs and aspi- 
rations which in the nature of things 
could not be realized. It has been 
pointed out that the ratio of strength 
in tapital ships is that which exists, 
and that it is futile to desire a better 
one, for it cannot be obtained if na- 
tions with abundant resources build 
against each other in competition. 
The pre-dreadnoughts possessed by the 
three powers are to be scrapped with- 
out any suggestion of replacement, 
and there has been a reduction of 
over 40 per cent. of the naval strength 
represented by dreadnoughts and su- 
per-dreadnoughts. 

Now France has seven dreadnoughts, 
with a tonnage of 164,500. Reducing in 
the same proportion as the United 
States has reduced, her tonnage of 
capital ships would be fixed at 102,000, 
or if the pre-dreadnoughts of France 
were taken into calculation on her 
side, although omitted on the side of 
the United States, the total tonnage of 
France’s capital ships being taken at 
221,000, a reduction on the same basis 
would reduce France to 136,000 tons. 

This would be the sacrifice of France 


if she made the same sacrifice that 
have been made by the other powers. 
We do not ask this. We are entirely 
willing that France should have the 
benefit of an increased tonnage, which 
would preclude the necessity of her 
scrapping her dreadnoughts; that is to 
say, her present strength in dread- 
noughts is about 164,000 tons, and 
there is not the slightest objection to 
allowing this and an increase over this, 
or a total of 175.000 tons which would 
be more than 70.000 tons over what she 
would have on the basis of relative 
strength as it exists.

which we accept for capital ships 
under this forfmal reserve which you 
will certainly anderstand. 

The idea which dominates the Wash- 
ingto conference is to restrict naval 
armaments which are offensive and 
costly. But I do not believe that it is 
the program to deny to a nation like 
France, which has a large extent of 
coasts and a great number of distant 
colonies, the essential means of de- 
fending its communications and its 
security. 

I am certain, my dear Mr. Hughes, 
that you will appreciate the effort of 
conciliation which we are making in 
order to respond to your request. 

I beg you to kindly accept my cordial 
remembrances and the ardent wish 
which I form for the complete and 
striking success of the conference over 
which you preside with so much at- 
thority and brilliancy.

splendid destiny that ought to be hers. 
‘‘In about three weeks after the con- 
ference was opened. the so-called four- 
power treaty was made known. This, 
gentlemen, as you know, is a treaty be- 
tween the United States, Great Britain, 
France and Japan providing for con- 
sultation among them in case of any 
disagreement, either among. themselves 
or with an outside power, which the 
ordinary methods of diplomacy shall not 
be able adequately to solve. 


CaHs Criticism Far-Fetched. 


‘Critics of the treaty seem to be try- 
ing to read into the very plain terms 
some moral pledge binding the nations 
to go to war. But that interpretation is 
so far-fetched it needs no refutation. 
The treaty is a moral pledge of the four 
powers to consult one another in a 
friendly manner to maintain the general 
peace in the Pacific. As such no nation 
can refuse to accept it. 

‘*In a little over four weeks after the 
memorable Saturday of Noy. 12, the 
three great naval powers had reached an 
agreement upon terms that were all but 
identical with the original program lald 
down by the American. delegation. You 
have all undoubtedly read the terms, 
which have been officially published. 

‘* And I may add that we have all but 
concluded an agreement between China 
and Japan for the settlement of what 
has been called the ‘ Shantung question.’ 
More properly and fairly that question 
might be called the - Tsing-tao ques- 
tion,’ or ‘ the question of the Tsing-tao- 
Tsinanfu Railway,’ for Japan, after driv- 
ing Germany out of Tsing-tao at consid- 
erable cost in blood and money, did not 
reserve to herself even the full extent 
of German privileges and claims in 
Shantung. 

‘‘ Let me repeat, gentlemen, for it is 
certainly remarkable, that the principal 
of these agreements was reached in 
less, than five weeks. I? it had not been 
the case that the spirit of Japan was 
in the fwiest accord with that of the 
other great nations that have suffered 


in the recent terrible war, this agree- 
mént could not have been concluded. 
‘“‘It shows beyond all questlon how 
unreascnable was any doubt that pre- 
valled before Mr. Hughes made his 
historic speech.

A fusillade was heard early this 
morning, about two hundred shots be- 
ing fired. The strikers say the shots

About twenty houses were 
struck by bullets and some of their’ oc- 
cupants hac narrow escapes. Soon after

Shotting was resumed at dusk this 
evening, Sut did not last long. As be- 
fore, each side accused the other. Wo- 
men, men and boys patrolled the streets, 
some armed with revolvers and others 
carrying clubs and stones, and a riot 
seemed imminent. 

In response co a complaint by the An- 
drews interests, owners of the rolling 
mill, that government in Newport and 
Campbell County had broken down, and 
that officials were not d.sposed to fur- 
nish protection to open-shop workers in 
the plant, Governor Morrow today sent 
two representatives here for investiga- 
tion and report. These representatives, 
Patrick Filburn, director of the State 
Labor Bureau, and John J. Meyers of 
the same department, visited the plant 
under the guidance of W. N. Andrews, 
one of the owners. They saw holes in 
doors and windows said to have been 
made by strikers’ bullets, and other evl- 
dence of violence. Before going to 
Frankfort tonight to make their report 
they said the Governor might decide to 
send troops to protect the mill workers. 

Half a dozen suits were filed in the 
Campbell County Circuit Court by per- 
sons living near the plant, seeking to 
enjoin the company from keeping arms 
and ammunition in the mill. They al- 
lege that their lives are endangered by 
frequent firlng from the plant.

which was attended by 140 delegates 
from building trades unions. 

Patrick Crowley, President of the 
Building Trades Council, said that a 
statement would be issued today re- 
Barding the council’s reply to the em- 
ployers, which was sent to them last 
night by mail. 

“We agreed not to make anything 
public,’”’ Mr. Crowley said, ‘‘ until the 
reply has reached the empleyers. I be- 
lieve, however, that we have made a 
Proposal that will solve the situation.’’ 

It was learned that the arbitration 
plan of the employers was condemned 
by the workers’ delegates as a scheme 
of the employers to obtain public sup- 
port for wage cuts. The employers’ pro- 
posal called for an extension of the 
present agreement, which would expire 
on Dec. 31, until March 1, and provided 
that a subsequent contract should be 
passed upon by an arbitration board

| Former Chief of General Staff Is 
Pessimistic About Passage of 
18 Months’ Service Bill. 


PARIS, Dec. 20 (Associated Press.)— 
| France's total army strength of white

May, 1922, according to a statement 

‘made today by General de Castelnau,

The Associated Press. 

General de Castelnau, who {fs President 
of the Army Commission of the Chamber 
| of Deputies, set at rest the conflicting 
estimates of the French forces by ex- 
plaining that the budget of 1922 carries 
| appropriations sufficient for only 636,- 
000 men, and as the army will be below 
| that figure between the first release of 
mien of the class of 1920 and the first 
| Incorporation into the army of men of 
| the class of 1922, there will be enough 
' of a saving in revenue to support the 
‘larger number of men later on. 
| ‘* he metropolitan army of France 
| efter May 1, 1922, will consist of 483,- 
| e600 men, all Frenchmen,’’ said General 
| de Castelnau. ‘‘ There will be six divi- 
| Slons on the Rhine and 26 divisions in 
the interior. There will be 113,000 North 
| African troops, 115,000 Colonial troops 
and 12,000 men of the Foreign Legion, 
bringing the total army up to 673,000, 
| covering all the colonies and the 
French dependencies. 

‘“‘We have been budgeted for 650,000 
men, but it may be that between March 
115, when the first batch of the 1920 
| class is released, and May 8, when the 
first portion of the 1922 class is called 
‘up, there will be a time when the French 
|\army is much below 500,000 men. The 
; second portion of the 1920 class is 
' goheduled to be released October 1, 1922, 
| Met the second batch of the 1922 class 
\ will not be called up until Nocember 8.”’ 


Doubtful of 18-Month Plan. 


Concerning the pending bill for army 
volunteers to make up the deficiency 
caused by the proposed reduction of the 
two years’ military service to eighteen 
months, General de Castelnau said: 

‘‘ Great wars always drain the sources 
for a military calling among men.” 

The General was pessimistic about the 
passage of the eighteen, months bill. He 
declared that the discussion of the 
measure probably would be going on 
throughout next year, but that in prin- 
ciple the eighteen months service pro- 
vision would be adopted and that the 
gons of France would have to serve two 
years. 

‘Please tell them in America,’’ said 


General de Castelnau, ‘‘ that with  673,- 
000 troops, including Africans and Co- 
lonialz, thera will be only about 500,000 
nien able to carry a rifle and fight. 
The others are what you call the service 
of supply. Five hundred thousand ablie- 
bodied men are what we want to protect 
us from the menace to the East. 

“‘It is my impression that Premier 
Briand explained our situation to the 
gatisfaction of the Americans. What 
can I add, except that there has been 
propaganda in America since our dele- 
ation left Washington, to the _ effect 
hat we are a militaristic nation? Per- 
haps I might say:that had we heen a 
‘ more militaristic nation in November, 
1918, all this trouble would not have 
“cropped up. 


Saved From a Cataclysm. 


‘My twenty-six divisions were walit- 
ing the word to enter Lorraine. They 
were not tired. I should have been on 
the Rhine in eleven days from Metz, 


and the whole wing of the German Army 
would have been up in the air. The 
armistice saved them from a cataclysm 
which would have been the greatest 
ever suffered by an army.”’ 

General de Castelnau spoke in a tone 
of regret, but he added: 

**What did we lose our boys for if we 
ere not going to have peace? Why, the 
Germans haven't even paid as much, 
despite the depreciated value of the 
mark, as we paid in 1871, when I was 
a Lieutenant and the franc was worth 
20 cents.”’ 

The correspondent recalled the time 
when General de Casteinau, at the bat- 
tle of Nancy, received word that his 
eldest son had been killed in the 
Ardennes in August, 1914. The General 
interrupted: 

‘““T had no time to weep then, and I 
have no time to waste on idle hypothe- 
sis now,” he declared. ‘‘ We have won 
the war. Let us act like victors, with- 
out weakness or oppression, but let us 
have it over with.” 


RAID NEAR GOV. COX DINNER. 


Dry Agents Seize Liquor in Hotel 
Room Above. 


BOSTON, Dec. 20.—Prohibition en- 
forcement officers under the lead of 
Harold D. Wilson raided a room in the 
Quincy House tonight, directly above a 
room where Gov. Cox was being enter- 
tained at a dinner of Republican leaders, 
and seized twenty bottles of cocktails 


and four bottles of whisky. Elmer C. 
Potter, State Prohibition Director, was 
at the dinner. According to the officers 
several of the dinner guests were in the 
room where the liquor was found. 

Ernest J. Goulston, understood to be 
host r the dinner; J. J. McCarthy, one 
of the proprietors of the hotel, and Har- 
old E. Kern, who lives at the hotel and 
in whose room the liquor was_ seized, 
were summoned to appear in Federal 
Court tomorrow.

Similar ordinances have 
appeared in the board before and the 
Greenpoint Alderman made no further 
progress than his predecessors, as his 
resolution was referred to the Commit- 
tee on General Welfare. 

The ordinance submitted by Alderman 
McGuinness provides that ‘‘.no person, 
firm, partnership, corporation or asso- 
ciation of whatever character, owning or 
controlling either as proprietor or man-

public resort in the City of New York 
in which people meet and congregate, 
whether for purposes of refreshment or 
entertainment, shall allow any female 
to smoke in any such place.”” The pen- 
alty provided for a violation was a fine 
of not less than $5 nor more than $235, or 
imprisonment for no more than ten 
days. 

When Alderman McGuinness proposed 
his resolution several Aldermen wanted 
it referred to the Committee on Mar- 
kets. Others insisted that it should go

It is likely to remain with the Com- 
mittee on General Welfare. Alderman 
McGuinness said later that he had in- 
troduced the proposed ordinance because 
of many complaints from women all over 
the city who objected to entering places 
where women were smoking. 


FIGHT PATENT OFFICE CHAOS 


National Campaign Starts Here for 
More Employes and Higher Pay. 


A national campaign to save the Patent 
Office at Washington from complete 
chaos was started here yesterday by 
the Committee of the New York County 
Patent Bar on Patent Office Relief, at 
a meeting held at 115 Broadway. An 
important part of the plans calls for the 
organization of similar local committees 
in leading cities. Such committees al- 
ready have been organized in Boston, 
Chicago, Pittsburgh and Cleveland. The 
New York committee {is made up of 
Richard Eyre, Drury Cooper, ex-Com- 
missioner of Patents Thomas Ewing, E. 
J. Prindle, State Senator Holland 8. 
Duell, John P. Bartlett and Lawrence 
Langner, secretary. About 150 promi- 
nent patent attorneys are behind the 
movement here. 

The campaign is largely due to the 
failure of leading patent, trade and 
scientific interests to obtain the aid of 
Floor Leader F. W. Mondell of the 
House of Representatives in the passage 
of a bill which provides for the relief 
of the Patent Office by increasing its 
personnel and the salaries paid. 

A statement issued after the meeting 
called attention to the recent assertion 
by ex-Commissioner of Patents Ewing 
that more than 57,000 applications for 


patents are now waiting examination, 
and further said that so many examiners 
had left the Patent Office that there was 
hardly any one there now to train new 
men. More than 50 per cent. of the ex- 
amining staff had resigned in the last 
two or three years, it said. 


FEARED HEAD-ON CRASH. 


Panama Navigator Ported Helm to 
Avoid Hitting Destroyer Graham. 


Fred Blauvelt, executive officer of the 
steamer Panama of the Panama Rail-

He admitted that 
the exact bearing of the destroyer hac 
not been taken, but he said it appeared 
to him that the vessel would crash 
head on, for which reason he ordered 
the Panama’s helm to port.

Woodhull said 
that the destroyer answered with two 
blasts, indicating that the naval vessel 
would pass on the port bow.

FILIBUSTER BLOCKS 
ANTI-LYNCHING BILL 


House Democrats Succeed in 
Preventing Debate on Measure 
Until After Holidays. 


WIN BY BREAKING QUORUM 


Minority Members Hide From Ser- 
geant-at-Arms Until Republicans 
Agree to Hold Up the Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Although 
outnumbered in the House membership 
by more than two to one, Democrats, 
under the generalship of Representa- 
tive Garrett of Tennessee, filibustered 
so successfully this afternoon against 
consideration of the Dyer Anti-Lynching 
bill that Representative Mondell, the Re- 
publican floor leader, and his lieuten- 
ants were forced to capitulate and to 
agree that the bill should not come up 
until after the Christmas holidays. 

An hour after Representative Gar- 
rett renewed the filibuster, which began 
yesterday, he had jockeyed the Repub- 
licans into what amounted to an inex- 
tricable position. After two hours Mr, 
Mondell walked over to the Democratic 
leader and entered into negotiations. 

The actual tactics which broke down 
the. Republican front were extremely 
simple. Democrats merely absented 
themselves from the hall and prevented 
& quorum being present. Under the au- 
thority of Speaker Gillett ten special 
deputies hunted for the Democrats, but 
apparently they were well hidden, for 
they did not appear until Mr. Mondell 
made his concession to Mr. Garrett. 

The Anti-Lynching bill will come up 
soon after the House returns to its 
duties about Jan. 3, and there is little 
doubt that it will pass easily. Repub- 
lican leaders intimated tonight that the 
filibuster certainly “would not tend to 
lessen the bitterness of the coming de- 
bate. The Democrats admit that the 
bill will be passed, but are counting 
upon its being buried in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee, on the grounds of | 
unconstitutionality because it infringes 
the police powers of the States. 


After several small bills were dirposed 
of today the Republicans set to work to 


bring up the main issue. The long 
filibuster of yesterday, with its eight 
rollcalls, had made the situation tense, | 


| 
and both sides were ready to fight. | 
Representative Garrett immediately 


made a point of no quorum, and when 
& quorum was established he demanded 
& rolicall on a motion to adjourn, 
After one or two more rollcalls Rep- 
resentative Volstead of Minnesota asked 
for a vote on. taking up the bill. 

As soon as the motion was put the 
Democrats began filling out of the hall, 
and soon only Representatives Garrett, 
Tillman of Arkansas, Summers of Texas 
and Briggs of Texas were left on that 
side. The rollcall showed 174 Republi- 
cans and 4 Democrats voting, a total of 
217 being necessary to constitute a 
quorum. Mr. Mondell consulted Speaker 
Gillett, who announced that the doors 
would be closed and warrants issued for 
missing members. 

Garrett Forces More Delay. 


Delay was sought by Mr. Garrett, who 
made the point that because Sergeant- 
at-Arms Rogers was absent from Wash- 
inton there was no one legally qualified 
to secure the needed members. Mr. 
Garrett declared that the Speaker had 
the right of his own volition, and with- 
out the request of fifteen members, to 
send out the Sergeant-at-Arms, but Mr. 
Gillett said the House rules were de- 
'signed to prevent obstruction, and the 
Democrats were evidently indulging in 
this. | 

The rollcall proceeded slowly, but Mr. | 
Garrett, against the objection of Repre- 
sentative Campbell of Kansas, inter- 
rupted to say he heard that warrants 
had been issued. The Speaker said the 
warrants were not actually out, and it 
was learned later that the special depu- 
ties had authority to notify members 
that they were required and that war- 
rants were not necessary. 

While the roll was being called Mr. 
Garrett stood in the open door of the 
Democratic cloakroom, smoking a cigar 
and surveying the field. The Den.o- 
cratic side was unoccupied, except that 
Representatives Summers and Tillman 
alternated in standing on guard, 

The outcome of this rollcall was as | 
unsatisfactory as the previous one. There 
were 190 Republicans registered and only | 
4 Democrats. Twenty-three additional 
members were needed to make uo a 
quorum. 





Mondell Gives Up.

R. C, Hathaway, a beet sugar manu- 
facturer of Detroit, declared there was 
a different situation now as to sugar 
than had existed at the time of the 
writing of all previous tariff laws. 
Cuba, he said, was producing 4,000,000 
tons of raw sugar—enough to supply the 
American market—and unless some of it 
was kept out there would be no market 
for the 2,000,000 tons produced in the 
United States, Porto Rico, Hawaii and 
the Philippines. 

Emphasizing this point, O. C. Hamlin, 
of Colorado Springs, Col., said if Cuba 
was allowed to supply the American 
market without restriction the domestic 
industry would be destroyed, leaving 
American consumers ‘‘ at the mercy of 
Cuban producers.’”’

of the present charter be embodied in an 
administrative code of ordinances, sub- 
ject to the amendment of a local as- 
sembly. 

The members of the Commission also 
agreed upon the principle that the city 
shall have power to fix salaries for all 
employes, including county employes 
but not elected and judicial officers, and 
power to determine their number. ‘It is 
expected that a provision to prevent the 
fixing of such salaries by legislative en- 
actment will be written into the charter 
to be submitted to the Legislature. 

The members agreed also that the city 
should have power to consolidate depart-

N HIS Reminiscences, pub- 
lished in his ecightieth year, 
Dr. Lyman Abbott, who was 

graduated from New York Uni- 
versity in 1853, pays a tribute 
to the little college that he~at- 
» tended in Washington Square 


It had, to be sure, little college 
life, a narrow curriculum, an 
unimportant library, no labora- 
tory for the student, and there 
were not over 200 young men 
in its enrollment.. But jt had 
great teachers, and he names 
with warm gratitude, Professors 
E. A. Johnson in Latin, Elias 
Loomis in Mathematics, John 
W. Draper in Chemistry, C. §. 
Henry in -Philosophy, and Dr. 
Howard Crosby in Greek. 


What Dr. Abbott writes of the 
personal debt of his intellectual 
and spiritual life to these men 
caused a great American edu- 
cator, statesman and diplomat 
of the same generation to ex- 
claim after reading the chapter, 
that he wished that his own 
college days had been spent in 
the same college. 


New York University has never 
possessed a material equipment 
adequare for the work it has un- 
dertaken, although that equip- 
ment, of course, is vastly greater 
now than in the days of which 
Dr. Abbott wrote. But whenever 
the University has had to decide 
between men and buildings, be- 
tween teachers and equipment, 
it has voted to place its strength 
in its Faculty. 


At New York University we be- 
lieve that the contact with" the 
strong, stimulating and sympa- 
thetic personality of competent 
instructors is the most important 
factor in college life and should 
be available to every student 
from the beginning. Consequent- 
iy, it has been the policy of the 
University that teachers of the 
best equipment and of profes- 
sorial rank should render a por- 
tion of their services to freshmen. 


It is in consequence, I believe, 
of this policy put in practice over 
a long period, that the graduate 
of the University speaks with 
appreciation, and often with af- 
fectionate gratitude, of such men 
as these: 


‘ Henry M. Baird, Morris Loeb, 
John J. Stevenson and Francis H. 
_ Stoddard, from the Colleges of 
Arts and Engineering; Benjamin 
Butler, John Norton Pomeroy, 
Austin Abbott and Clarence D. 
_ Ashley, from the School of Law; 
and Edward G. Janeway, Egbert 
Le Fevre, Austin Flint, Valentine 
Mott and Graham Lusk, from 
the School of Medicine. 


This does not begin to exhaust 
the list and no mention is here 
made of those who are still in 
active service. 


In these days of all others this 
succession of great teachers must 
not be allowed to fail.

Arbitration Board, Meeting Here on 
Jan. 4, Will Decide the 
Question. 


Representatives of eleven of the large 
paper manufacturing companies of the 
United State and Canada, employing 
more than twelve thousand workers, 
made application to a board of arbitra- 
tion here yesterday for wage reductions 
averaging 25 per cent. Final hearing 
on the proposal, which is opposed by 
the unions, will be held here on Jan. 4, 
at which time the board will render its 
decision. 

The manufacturers, in presenting their 
case to the board of three employers and 
three union officials, with Judge Frank 
Irvine of Ithaca, presiding, said that 
conditions in the paper industry de- 
manded another wage reduction. It was 
pointed out that paper prices could not 
be lowered unless costs were reduced. 
Union representatives contended that 
present wages must continue in order 
to givé the workers a decent standard 


posal the wage of laborers would be cut 
from 40 to 30 cents an hour and other 
crafts reduced proportionately. 

‘‘The union wants to maintain war- 
time wage schedules,’’ said F. L. Car- 
lyle, President of the St. Regia Paper 
Company. ‘‘ From 1914 wages in the 
paper industry increased from 75 to 
200 per cent. Since the war wages have 
ben reduced only from 10 to 25 per cent.

fied, as there has been no subsequent 
reduction in the cost of living. 

Supporting his contentions, Mr. Burke 
presented to the arbitration board a 
survey of living costs in paper mill 
towns, which showed that no locality 
reported any decrease in rent, fuel or 
food vrices. 

‘* We show,” he added, ‘‘ that many 
of the men who are now getting a mini- 
mum wage of $3.20 are paying $40 and 


! more a month for rent. Yet they want 


to cut us down to §2.40 a day. We 
have taker our share of wage reduction, 
and the wages of the paper mill work- 
{ers are down to the same level as paid 
in other industries.”’ 

There is much contention as to the 
proportion of skilled labor employed in 
the industry. While the manufacturers 
contend that 75 per cent. of the men 
employed are unskilled, the unions say 
that the percentage is only from 10 to 15. 
As a result, Judge Irvine and a repre- 
sentative of both sides will make a tour 
‘of the St. Regis plant, at Deferiet, N. Y., 
next week, and observe the various 
crafts at work. 

The International Paper Company. 
which operates thirty-two mills in the 
United States and Canada, is not a 
party to the: present wage agreement, 
as it has declined to deal with the union 
and is operating on the ‘‘ open shop" 
plan. ‘‘ We have been waging a suc- 
cessful fight against the International 
Paper Company since last May,”’ said 
Mr. Burke. ‘‘ We have 7,500 men out on 
strike. We had a. meeting in Albany

Frank F. Pulver Chosen Mayor of 
St. Petersburg.

ST. PETERSBURG, Fla., Dec. 20,— 
Frank Fortune Pulver, formerly of 
Rochester, N. Y., a Republican, was 
elected Mayor of St. Petersburg today, 
when’ unofficial returns gave him a 
majority of. 760 votes over the present 
incumbent, Noel E. Mitchell. 

There were 3,584 votes cast, 2.172 go- 
ing to the former Rochester man and 
1,412 to Mitchell. 

Immediately after the figures were 


made public the City Commission met 
in the City Hall and swore Pulver into 
office. 

The first returns to be received at the 
Board of Elections gave Mitchell 303 
votes and Pulver 4. They were from 
the negro precinct. 

Mitchell was recalled from office at 
a special election on Nov. 15, when 
charges were filed against him.

him from becoming a candidate to suc- 
ceed himself, and he announced his 
candidacy.

Attorney Wilson J. Carroll, a member 
of the council, was presented for bribery 
in connection with the ordinance. 

The snrecific sum involved amounts to 
$8,000, but it has been freely charged 
that-a greater amount was used in con- 
nection with the passage of the ordi- 
nance.

General Commissioner of the Southwest- 
I. 





ern Operators’ Association. ‘This com- ; 
plaint, Lewis said, reached him in April ; 
after a strike had been ordered by dis-; 
trict officials against the Dean and Re-: 
liance mines in the Kansas field. } 

Lewis said the district officials had 
been directed to call off the strike by 
the International Executive Board, and 
their position had been backed up by 
the international convention at Indian- 
apolis last September. 

“Howat said,’’ Lewis testified, ‘‘in 
substance and effect that he was out 
of harmony with the international Ex- 
ecutive Board. He said he had not 
complied with its orders in the matter of 
the Dean and Reliance mines. 

‘‘Mr. Howat ‘said further that * they 
could go to hell.’ I don’t know to whom 
he referred, but I took it he meant that 
the internaticnal. organization and the 

{international Executive Board and the 
convention could go to hell. Anyhow 
| he said somebody c-uld go to hell.’’

—An official communication issued this 
evening reports that the Spanish column 
operating from E} Arish, in the west- 
ern section of the Moroccan war theatre, 
has occupied Azernun Hill and. estab- 
ished two positions at Yebel Azernun 
and Aingorra and secured communica- 
tion with Buharras. 

A dispatch from Melilla, in the eastern 
fighting zone, says the Spaniards have 
occupied Tauriat, Richi and Tauriatzag 


and have begun consolidatior of the po- 
sitions. 


TETUAN, Morocco, Dec. 20.~The vil- 
lage of Ayalia has been captured by the 
Spanish forces operating in the region | 
inhabited by the Beni-Arros tribe of 
Moors. The operation proved difficult, 
the place being defended by a strongly 
entrenched enemy force which fought 
with great obstinacy. 

The Moors suffered heavy losses, and 
in their retreat abandoned many of their 


aead and much munitions.

Legislative Committee’s Sug- 
gestions Would Be Favor- 
able to Workers. 


INCREASE IN BENEFIT FEES 


Less Of Hearing and Sight Are In- 
cluded in Proposals for 
Revising Measure. 


‘Several important changes in the 
‘Workmen’s Compensation law are being 
considered by the legislative committee 
headed by Senator John Knight of 
Wyoming, which has been at work for 
the last two years on a revision and 
codification of that statute. The changes, 
if finally decided upon, will be presented 
for ewacement to next years session of 
the Legislature. 

Most of the changes proposed would be 
of benefit to workmen rather than em- 
ployers. One of the most vital changes 
considered would give to an injured em- 
ploye, tn addition to the compensation 
already provided for, compensation for 


Tor it. 


For example, the present law provides 
that the compensation for the loss of a 


hand, shall be the payment of 66 2-3 per | 


cent./of his salary for 244 weeks, Under | 
the present law that would include the 
ume the employe has been under treat- 
tment, Under the change now being ton- 
sidered the 244-week period would begin 
only after the injured employe is out of 
the hands of his physician, although dur- 
fng the period of treatment and healing 
he had been in receipt of compensation 
payments from his employer. 

Under another proposal which {is bcing 
considered, loss of hearing in one or both 
ears received In any hazardous employ- 
ment which does not come within the 
scope of the present conmpensation ‘law 
would entitle an employe to compensa- : 
tion. Loss or impairment of eyesight, , 
even where this can be corrected by the | 
use of eyeglasses, would entitle an em- 
ploye to compensation. 

Another proposal would remove the 
limit of sixty days in which an injured 
workman is entitled to medical treat- 
ment at the expense of his employer j 
and give to the Industrial Commission 
the power to exercise discretion accord- 
ing te circumstances applying in dif. | 
ferent cases. It has also been proposed 
to amend the law to apply to private 
contract work the principle that now 
applies where contracts are let for public 
work,

returning from a dinner at the Hotel 
Fennsylvania. Mr. Mohr had attended 
a moving picture show last night with 
his wife. When they returned to their 
apartment Mohr complained of feeling 
{ll and retired tmmediately. He showed 
signs of syncope and Mrs. Mohr sum- 
moned Dr. Soletsky, who lives in the 
same apartment house. The physician 


‘hurried to the aid of his neighbor, but 
* the period he had been under treatment | 


found him dead when he got there. 

Mrs. Mohr at once notified the West 
100th Street Police Station and De- 
tective Trojan was sent to investigate. 


To him Mrs. Mohr said that her hus-| 


band was attacked somewhere in E'ghth 
Avenue, not far from the Hotel Penn- 
sylvania, as he was returning, about 4 
o’clock Sunday morning from a —con- 
tractors’ dinner. The bandits, she sa!d, 
beat him about the face and head and 
fled with all his money -and jewelry. 
Mrs. Mohr said her husband’s face bore 
some signs of the beating, but he did 
not appear to be hurt badly and made 
no complaint of illness. She was un- 
certain whether the robbery had been re- 
ported. 

Shortly before he died, she said, Mohr 
complained of a pain in the general re- 
gion of the jaw, and expired very quick- 
ly after the first symptom of distress. 

Detective Trojan notified the West

FETE JAPANESE IN LONDON. 


Head of Commercial Delegation 
Welcomes Four-Power Treaty. 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (Associated Press). 
~The Japanese commercial delegation, ' 
headed by Dr. Takuma Dan, which has 
been studying business conditioys in. the 
United States and recently arrived here, 
was tendered a dinner by the Govern- 
ment tonight, the Right Hon. Stanley 
Baldwin, President of the Board of 
Trade, presiding. The speeches were 
devoted to lauding the proceedings of the 
Washington conference. 

Alluding to some of the difficulties 
which faced the conference, Mr. Bald- 
win said: ‘* Judge then our pleasure 
when we found that Japan approached 
these problems with the broad minded 
statesmanship her best friends hoped and 
expected from her. 1 can assure our 
friends tonight that by their action 


‘throughout the conference they showed 


more than ever how true was that in- 
stinct which first brought together the 
3ritish and Japanese peoples in an alli- 
ance for the peace of the world.”’ 

Dr. Dan, in replying to the toast, 
emphasized that Japan’s adhesion to the 
four-power compact was the clearest 
indication that, far from wishing to be 
a disturbing element, Japan had be- 
come a guarantor of maintenance of 
peace in the Pacific. America was still 
Japan's best customer for her most valu- 
able exports; therefore any disturbance 
of economic relations was the last thing 
the Japanese desired.

THE NEW DISCOVERY OF AMERICA 


At the meeting of the Premiers of | 
England and France the attitude of 
the United States toward Europe 
was more discussed than reparations. 
LLoyp GrorGs learned from M. Brianp 
that Europe can look to America for 
assistance in righting affairs across 
the ocean only on the principle that 
“Gop helps those who help them- 
selves.’’ In other words, “ America 
“will help us only when we Europeans 
“have put our house in order.’’ 

Itis a shrewd observation, but hard- 
ly a “rediscovery ’’ of America. 
Hurope knows that our opinion asks 
enly that Europe should tread the 

‘path which it knows it must take and 
which we trod ourselves. We cannot 
palance Europe’s budgets. We cannot 
stop the presses which print European 
**money "’ or the finance which sup- 
ports Governments on bank credits 
based. on dwindling reserves. We 
cannot reduce Europe’s military costs. 
If we should lend Europe a helping 
hand before it does these things, it 
would be help in the wrong direction. 
On the other hand, the outlook would 
alter fundamentally on the day that 
Europe reformed along the only pos- 
sible lines. 

The United States and England ‘are 
the only two countries that have ¢e- 
@ated their currenciés anu balanced 
their budgets without repudiation. It 
is easy to understand Germany’s bend- 
‘ing under a deserved but almost un- 
endurable burden. Austria and Rus- 
sia already are near the bottom of the 
pit. There are several minor Govern- 

“ments which cannot be said to have 
lost their credit, because they never 

' had any. 

Xet the precedents show that the 

- gutlook is not so gloomy as this would 
‘geem to indicate. Europe may be 
ruined fiscally while merely depressed 

yomercially. There already are 
ns that private credit is reviving. 

_ France’ s historic repudiation did not 

“prevent the revival of French trade. 
“Whe Confederate States repudiated, but

public and private: credit together. 
That is the method hitherto taken by 
England and the United States, and 
which now Brianp discovers that 
America presses upon Europe.

Exchanges between nations 
are even now in process of self-cor-

AN IRISH “ OPPOSITION.”

The disputes and divisions and delays 
at Dublin have unquestionably chilled 
the first enthusiasm caused by the 
news of an agreement between Ireland 
and England. But these perhaps 
should have been expected among a 
romantic race. Those closest to the 
facts are confident that ratification of 
the treaty, whether by action of the 
Dail or by a popular vote, is certain to 
come. Even pg VALERA, in his alterna- 
tive proposals, is said to have aban- 
doned at last the idea of an Irish Re- 
public absolutely independent.

ble. In 1912 ArtTrHuR JEROME Ebppy, 
author of ‘‘ The Law of Combina- 
'tions,’’ published ‘‘ The New Com- 
petition.’’ His contention was that 
precisely as the Stock Exchange, by 
regulating and making public all 
transactions in securities, wholesomely 
stabilizes the market and restrains 
anti-social practices in trading, so the 
collection and publication of all perti- 
nent information would stabilize and 
improve the practices of the commer- 
cial world. It ‘* tends to eliminate 
“ secret rebates, discounts, favors and 
‘*orfair discriminations between pur- 
“chasers. * *® * ‘The Open Price 
* plan is a direct aid to the enforce- 
“ ment of these laws, inasmuch as it 
“ records daily all price variations.’’ 
For such constructive aims the Sher- 
man law has little sympathy. But the 
question of how to attain the virtues 
without the vices of ‘* the new’ com- 
petition ’? remains.

nate General. If, however, there is 
one actor in this political movement 
who is actuated by patriotic motives 
and not merely by personal ambition, 
that one, in the general estimation, is 
Wu Pet-Fu. Moreover, Wu has shown 
ability and tenacity of purpose, and 
he appears to sit among the leaders. 
There are good grounds for prophesy- 
ing that there is to be a struggle be- 
tween Wu Pei-Fu and CHANG TSO-LIN, 
and that there will be no permanent 
peace until Wu’s claims are either 
recognized or quashed.

Germany is permitted by the Treaty 
of Versailles to build cruisers up to 
10,000 téns. We have to remember 
her. Then there {s Russia. What Is 
there to prevent Germany from get- 
ting hold of her [Russia] and inducing 
her to build against us? We have to 
be ready to defend ourselves. 


The best information is that only a 
few of the larger units of the Russian 
fleet of 1914 and the war period are 
now in a seaworthy condition. The 
Soviet Government flies its flag over 
an indefinite number of cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines. Of these 
types a few vessels fell into the hands 
of Finland and HEsthonia. According 
to Colonel KosLovskKy, who command- 
ed the Kronstadt revolutionaries, the 
battleships Petropavlovsk and Sevasto- 
pol were blown up and the Pol- 
tava and Gangut were at last accounts 
“In a bad state of repair.’’ Baron 
WRANGEL’S squadron, which consisted 
of the dreadnought battleship General 
Alexeieff, a pre-dreadnought battle- 
ship, two cruisers, ten destroyers and 
four submarines, was placed under 
French protection when it arrived at 
Bizerta. However, in capital ships 
existent and “ building ’’ the Soviet 
Government has resources for a mod- 
ern fleet not to be despised. There 
is a doubt of the accuracy of Kos- 
LOVSKY’s report that the Petropaviovsk 
and Sevastopol were blown up. These 
two ships and the Poltava and Gangut 
were completed in 1915. They were 
of 23,000 tons displacement and car- 
ried main batteries of twelve 12-inch 
guns. The battle cruisers Borodino, 
Ismail, Kinburn and Navarin were 
launched during the war, but it is said 
that “they are not likely to be com- 
pleted.’’ Of 32,000 tons displacement, 
as designed, these ships were to be 
armed with twelve 14-inch guns and 
to have a speed of 27 knots. There 
seems to be no doubt that other war- 
ships, most of them now obsolete, 
passed into the possession of the So- 
viet Government... In its present fi- 
nancial condition it is impotent to set 
up a modern navy by completing these 
battle cruisers and repairing the Czar’s 
left-over battleships. But Premier 
BRIAND, looking into the future, has

and constant application to the _ con- 
duct of life. 

That the Colonel should have used the 
words, and more than once, is easily be- 
lievable—cannot, indeed, be doubted, the 
evidence that he did being so good. 
That, however, is not the same as say- 
ing that they were a ‘“ motto” of his. 
He knew, as well as every man of sense 
knows, that to go around a hill often 
is easler, and no further, than to go 
over it, and that to go through it may 
be impossible. So the wise man goes 
arcund, and it could be wished that the 
men who laid out country roads, espe- 
cially In New England, had been engi- 
neers good enough to go around more 
hills and over fewer of them. 

Going around difficulties is sometimes 
a sign of weakness, but it is not so 
when one does get around and when the 
necessary overcoming of the difficulty 
is not merely avoided or postponed. 

All this should be explained to the

A financial cam- 
paign in the interest of any organization 
should be educational and constructive 
as well as efficient and economical in 
management. Too ofter: there ts much 
blatant trumpeting in advance, absence 
of intelligent control during the solicit- 
ing, and little or no accounting to the 
public concerning the result and disposi- 
tion of funds. 


At the present time there is in prog- 
ress in Greater New York a lottery in 
the interest of a hospital and it is 
camouflaged under the name of “ drive.” 
The necessity of an accounting through 
the press after the close of the canvass 
would eliminate many of these move- 
ments that are a discredit to the com- 
munity. 


It is only fair to state that the writer 
has never met Chancellor Brown and 
has no more interest in New York Uni- 
versity than has any other citizen.

From inquiries we have 
received, it is apparent that many persons 
are not informed as to the appropri:te or- 
ganization or institution to which to send 
such men for the particular kind of assist- 
ance their individual cases call for. 

Forty of the principal organizations tn 
the city, Catholic, Jewish, Protestant and 
non-sect#rian, which are trying to help 
needy homeless men, have united in the sup- 
port of a co-operative bureau which is 
equipped to furnish information of this kind 
to citizens of New York. Any one inquiring 
of the bureau will be advised as to where 
a man may secure food, shelter, clothing, 
medical attention, help in securing a job or 
such other assistance as his condition re- 
quires. He may thus be directed immedi:te- 
ly to the agency which is best equipped to 
help him.

DRYLAWAND PRESCRIPTIONS 


Eminent Physicians Not Rabidly 
Pro-Liquor. 


To the Edsttor qf SN New York Times; 

In the articte ‘‘Orgy of Dry Eva 
sions’’ and under the head of “ Liquor 
for Medicinal Purposes ”’ Senator Wads- 
worth says in tocay’s*Trmes: ‘I per- 
sonally know of appeals made by the 
most reputable physicians .here in the 
City of Washington to their frienda 
to help them out in securing some- 
thing of that kind [liquor for me- 
dicinal purposes] to admiinister ta 
their patients; and hundreds and 
hundreds of poor people, who other- 
wise could not be helped in the way 
that many reputable physicians insist is 
under certain circumstances the best 
way, would have been without recourse 
to these remedies had it not been for 
the efforts of physicians who went 
about this city asking private citizens 
to donate liquor for use in hospitals.’’ 

With all due credit and respect to 
these physicians for acting in this way, 
they have failed lamentably, both indi- 
vidually and collectively, in lending 
their efforts to securing aid of the char- 
acter which may be comparéd to saving 
life at the spigot while wasting’ it at 
the bunghole. One of the most oft-re- 
peated charges of Wayne KB Wheeler, 
counsel of the Anti-Saloon League, 
that the passage of the bill aupple- 
mentary to the Volstead act, which pro- 
hibited instead of regulated the pre- 
scribing of alcoholic beverages, was pro- 
tested only by a single physician of these 
United States. 

This is abzolutely true, and but for 
this protest this bill would have gone to 
the Senate with no recorded opposition 
te its passage. It is true that nine of 
the most cminent physicians of this city 
recorded a protest of the same kind at 
a later day in The Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. Neither at 
Washington, before Congress, nor in their 
medical secteties, however, have any o1 
these physicians publicly advocated thy 
cause of those. patients whose lives 
would have been sacrificed but for the 
efforts privately made to save them in 
the manner described by Senator Wads- 
worth. Nor have any of these physi- 
cians offered to assist in the plan to set 
aside the latest prohibition iegis.ation, 
which can be done by an appeal to the 
courts if the funds necessary for this 
purpose can be obtained.

Income Tax Returns.

I was interested in reading en article i 
Tue Tomes this morning on the new income 
tax law written by Godfrey Nelson. This 
article was well written, but I venture to 
say itthere was one sentence which was not as 
clearly stated as it might have been. In 
connection with consolidated returns foi 
the year 1922 and thereafter, the impression 
might be gained from the article that the 
question of whether or not consolidated re- 
turns should be made in 1922 was imma- 
terial, It is true that from an invested capital 
point of view the making of consolidated re- 
turns is immaterial in the year 1922 (being 
no excess profits tax for that year), yet I 
would point out the question is nevertheless 
important. 

Whatever affiliations exist, a consolidated 
return should be made for the year 1922, as 
the act calls for a consistent practice there- 
after, and an advantage can be gained if at 
any time one subsidiary makes a loss; this 


loss can be offset against a profit made by - 


another subsidiary, whereas on an individual 
return basis this advantage would be lost.

Commander Says 500 to 1,000 
Will Be Added to the List of | 
10,000 Already Idle. 


FLEET IS ORDERED SOUTH 


' 
To That and Lack of Appropriations 
by Congress Is Attributed 
Cutting of Force. 


This will be a gloomy Christmas for 
thousands of workers at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. Although about 5,000 of the 
10,000 workmen in the yard have been 
laid off since last June, further reduc- 
tion in ‘the working forces was an- 
nounced last night by Lieut. Commander 
A. T. Bidwell, assistant manager at the 
yard. , 

Commander Hidwell said that orders 
had been received for six warships now : 
undergoing repairs to sail within the 
next two weeks for Cuba to begin Winter 
training. This, he said would result in 
from 500 to 1,000 more navy workmen 
being thrown out of employment indefi- | 
nitely. 

Should the plans of tne Conference on 
Limitation of Armament at Washing- 
ion materialize, Commander Bidwell said 
that 500 workmen now engaged Jn the

ships South Dakota and Indiana, would 
be thrown out of employment, as these 
vessels are scheduled to be scrapped.

WORLD FAIR FOR THE WEST. 


Portland, Ore., to Hold Highways 
and Electrical Exposition in 1925. 


With the co-operation of twenty-elght 
States already assured, and with par- 
liclpation promised by Japan, China and 
a number of European countries, Port- 
land, Ore., is -going ahead with plans 
for holding a world's fair and ‘ peace 
in 1925, according to Robert 
E. Smith, President of the Lumberman’s 
Trust Company in that city, who has 
been appointed Director of the event. 


Mr. Smith has arrived at the Hotel 
Majestic, where he said that his pres- 
ent visit was in connection with a na- 
tional survey of industrial and com- 
mercial conditions he is making in the 


} interests of a number of financial in- 
| stitutions in 


Portland. 

‘* Boston, Philadelphia and Los An- 
geles were Portland’s chief competitors 
for the honor,”’ said Mr. Smith, “ but 
they have withdrawn in recognition of 
the extensive :program we have pro- 
posed. France, also, was in the field 
for the exhibition, but in view of un- 
settled economit conditions the idea has 
been abandoned, Other cities on the 
Pacific Coast are ap J backing Porc- 
land’s plan, and will aid materially in 
making it a success. 

“‘ We will have in excess of $50,000,000 
to spend upon the exhibition. The major 
part of this sum will be raised by taxa- 
tion. By an almost unanimous vote 
Portland has agreed to this method of 
raising capital, and the other cities and 
towns in Oregon undoubtedly will follow 
Portland's lead. ‘The expo sition will tast 
about ten months, and will be known 
officially as the Atlantic-Pacific High- 
ways and Electrical Exposition. It de- 
rives its name, first, because 1925 will 
make the completion of four transconti- 
nental highways, and second, because 
that year is the one hundredth anniver- 
sary of the discovery of the electro-mag- 
net, upon. which the development of 
Oregon, the ieading State in potential 
hydro-electric power, will depend.

| Trade—South American Game 
Plentifut. 


_ Indications last night were that 
turkeys for the Christmas holidays 
would cost the consumers 4 to 6 cents a 
pound less than they did for the Thanks- 
giving season. The price may go lower. 
All other poultry, including geese, ducks, 
fowls and roasting chickens, are also 


cheaper by several cents a pound. On 
the other hand, cranberries are higher 
than they were at Thanksgiving and 
about double the price optaining last 
Christmas. - 

The supply of turkeys on this market 
Wwas said to be larger than was expected 
two weeks ago. The price last week 
was 54 to 55 cents a pound wholesale, 

. while on Monday, with added receipts, 
. there was a drop of 1 to 2 cents a pound. 
A further drop yesterday brought the 
. Wholesale price to 52 cents a pound on 
the average No. 1 Western turkeys. The 
Texas turkeys sold at 50 to 51 cents a 
ound, This is 4 to 6 cents a_ pound 
ower than just previous to Thanks- 
giving Day on the ‘same grade of 
turkey.s. 

The average quality of the turkeys, 
according to P. Q. Foy, the food expert 
and editor of Daily Market Reporter, is 
much better than:a month ago. Not in 
twenty years, Mr. Foy said, have 
turkeys at this season been of such fine 
quality. 

Mr. Foy said that the finest Western 
turkeys could be retailed. at 56 to 58 
cents a pound for those purchased last 
week at the higher prices, and that 
dealers who held off the market until 
yesterday and bought at 50 to 52 cents 
8 pound could retail them at a profit at 
‘D4 to 55 cents a pound. Medium turkeys, 
he said, sold in the chain stores yester- 
day at 45 to 50 cents a pound retall. 

The. market is also plentifully supplied 
with Hve turkeys and other live poultry 
for the kosher trade. Charles Werner, 
of Samuel Werner & Co., Inc., 59 Loew 
Street, said that the supply was more 
than equal to the demand. Turkeys sold 
at 45 to 50 cents wholesale, he said, 
compared with 52 cents last year this 

ime. Fowls were 25 to 28 cents yester- 

day, last year, 29 to 32 cents a pound; 
roasting chickens yesterday were 23 to 
25 cents a pound, last year, 27 cents. 
Geese yesterday were 28 cents a pound, 
Jdeing 2 cents a pound cheaper than 
last year, and ducks 28 to 30 cents a 
pound, also 2 cents cheaper than last 
year. 

Mr. Foy said that the Hebrew house- 
wives should not have to pay more than 
hd> to 60 cents a pound for turkeys this 
year, as against 70 to 75 cents last year. 
Roasting chickens are not more than 30 
cents; fowls not more than 35 cents, and 
seese and ducks at not more than 30 to 
52 cents a pound. 

Mr. Foy said that game was also 
plentiful, coming in from South Ameri- 
can countries.

KRUPPS INTRODUCE 
PROFIT-SHARING PLAN 


Offer 6 to 10 Per Cent. Preferred

BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The annual réport 
and balance sheet of the Krupp works 
for the business year 1920-1921, just 
made public, shows: that the Krupps 
have at last introduced a scheme of 
profit-sharing in the form of contingent 
partic:paticn in ownership. 

The Krupps’ capital, which since the 
last increase .: 1514 had been 2. 1,600,000 
marks, was increased at yesterday’s 
Krupp family stockholders’ meeting by 
an indeterminate amount up to 250,000,- 
000, to meet the urgent needs for fresh 
capital for changing from war produc- 
tion to peace production, for reconstruc- 
tion of the plant, run down during the 
war, and for its expansion. 

From the increased capital a new 
group of preferred stock, designated as 
Group D; was created. This new stock 
has a minimum of 6 per cent. and a 
maximum of 10 per cent. interest, and 
will be sold only to Kru workingmen 
and employes at the price vf 110. There 
is this reservation, however. The stock 
may not be sold, transferred or given 
away, and can be held only during em- 
ployment in the Krupp service. Work- 
ers and employes who resign or are dis- 
charged must turn back their stock to 
the corporation, which will refund the | 
purchase price. Whether going out on’ 
strike would entail loss of the. stock is | 
not mentioned. 

The management frankly characterizes 
the innovation as an experiment. It 
has: already aroused and alarmed the} 
Socialists, Radicals and Communists, 
who see in it a new capitalistic plot to 
seduce honest work!Ingmen. The Vor- 
wirts says: 

‘‘It will not profit the workers much, 
nor enable them vastly to improve their 
standard of living, to get 6 to 10 per 
cent. on their scant savings from Krupp 
instead of 3% per cent from the savings 
banks as at present. Moreover the con- 
flict -between capital and labor is not 
eliminated in factories by profit-sharing 
schemes.”’ 

In addition to initiating this profit- 
sharing scheme and doubling the cor- 
poration’s capital the Krupps declared 
the first dividend in three years—+ per 
cent. on the 25,000,000 marks so-called 
Group A shares invested with ten-fold 
voting power and @&ssuring to the Krupp 
family control under all foreseeable 
emergencies and circumstances, and 6 
per cent. on the 225,000 0) so-called 
Group B and C stock.

dends, which is all the stockholders 
drew out in dividends curing the Jast 
four years. 

During the same period more tlLen 
3,000.000,000 marks was paid out if 
wages and ‘salaries, 216,000 000 marks 
for taxes, 154,000 000 marks for Krupp 
social welfare and philanthropic. enter- 
prises for the benefit of workingmen and 
employes, and 66,000,000 marks for the 
workingnten’s employes’ insurance, © re- 
quired by law. 

The gross profits during the year were 
255,000,000 marks, as against 159,000 000 
the preceding year, and the net prof:ts 
05,0 00.30, of which only 14,500,000. was 
distributed in dividends. 

It has’ become known that a large! 
amount of Dutch capital helped the 
Krupps to tide over the last business 
year, as a large part of Group C shares 
were sold by the Krupp family to a 
powerful Dutch banking group in order 
to raise funds for paying the so-called |

This official statement was issued by 
the committee: 

‘In September the Board of Governors 
of the Stock Exchange learned of certain 
irregularities in the transaction of busi- 
ness on the part of non-member wire 
connections of Stock Exchange houses. 


‘‘The Board of Governors called these 
| irregularities to the attention of the mem- 
| bers of the Exchange doing a wire busi- 
|ness and notified them they would be 
|held responsible for the conduct of the 
houses connected by wire with their 
offices and that any further failure on 
the part of such houses to observe the 
standards of business conduct required 
by the Exchange would cause immediate 
|removal of the wires of the houses so 
| offending. 
| “‘Accountannts in the employ of the 
| Exchange have examined the books of 
|mnon-member houses having wires or 
| tickers in various parts of the United 
| States. As the result of the reports of 
| these accountants, the authorities of the 
Exchange have caused the removal of 
| the wires of a number of houses. 

“Each of these houses has reported 
transactions to its customers at prices 
different from the actual prices at 
which such transactions took place, to 
their own profit and to the injury of 
their customers, 

“The Board of Governors will con- 
tinue their examination of the business 
methods of non-member houses having 
wires or tickers and in every case where 
it is discovered that a house is guilty of 
irregularities in the conduct of its busi- 
ness, wires and tickers will be sum- 
marily removed.” 

When a non-member firm makes ap- 
plication to the Stock Exchange for 
ticker service, it has to agree to the 
rules of the Exchange, which include the 
following:

The committee recommends that the 
strikers and distributers try again to 
get together and adjust their differences, 
and if this is impossible for both sides 
to submit their differences to an arbi- 
trator or a board of arbitrators. It 
recommends that the Health Commis- 
sioner prepare an estimate of the cost 
of acquiring pasteurizing plants for the 
purpose of providing buby milk stations 
througnout Che city and that the sense 
of the committee 1s “that miik, being 
@ necessity, the distribution should be 
entirely by municipal operatron and 
recommends that when the matter of 
charter revision is considered that such 
; Dower be given to the City of New York 
| in the general Home Rule principle.’ 
Che committee also offers to act as arbi-

throughout the city, competition between

“That while the distributers left no 
doubt of their decision not to deal with 
any organization of their former em- 
ployes, the committee feels that not only 
is there discrimination against labor or- 
ganizations, but also is inclined to be- 
lieve that there is discrimination against
